FIUXKFORT. Ky., Nov. 14—Senator 


Goebel and the democratic leaders are 
still waiting- on the final action of the 
counting boards of election in Jeffor- 
ton, Christian, ICnox, Johnson and 
other counties. It is claimed that 
enough 
fraudulent 
votes will be 


thrown out in these counties to give 
Goebel a majority on the face of the 
returns. The city was excited Mon- 
day aight over a rumor that the gov- 
ernor intecds to declare martial law 
ia the event that Knox and Johnson 
counties are thrown out and that he 
will refuse to recognize Goebel as gov- 
ernor under such conditions. This ru- 
mor of martial law is not generally 
credited, though there is almost cer- 
tain to be a serious clash between Gov. 
Bradley and the claimant. 


VASCEBUBO, Nov. 14.—Monday was 


an exciting day in thts place, the coun- 
ty seat of Lewis county. Aa effort-was 
made to throw oat the entire vote of 
the county, which gave Taylor a plu- 
rality of 600. on a technicality, it be- 
ing- claimed that the paper pa which 
the ballots were printed was too thin- 
On this ground the election board last 
week threw out the vote of Mowers 
and Burtonville precincts, which gave 
Taylor 20B plurality, and adjourned un- 
til Monday. Word was pass«d through 
the county and Monday about 2,000 
citizens flocked into Vance-burg aiid 
gathered aroaud tbe courthouse when 
the election board met at 10 a, m. 


News reached the crowd that the 


commissioners were about to throw 
out the vote, of another precinct arid 
there was an angry demonstration.

A TERRIFIC EXPLOSION.

TJFFIS, O., Nov. 14. — A magazine 


used by Bradford nitro-glyceriu fac- 
tory to store'product of their futory, 
and located two and a half miles east 
of Gibsonburgr, exploded Monday after- 
noon at 1:30. The shock was heard at 
towns within a radius of 40 miles, and 
the effects of the explosion ift the im- 
mediate neighborhood were terrific. 
The magazine is located iu the wood* 
a quarter of a -mile from any dwelling, 
and this alone prevented a. terrible 
loss of life. 


Henjamjn Card, driver of 
stock 


wagon had brouffbt a load of 720 
quarts of nitro-jrlycerin from the fac- 
tory at Bradner and was unloading- it 
when the explosion took place. 
Just 


how it happened will never be known. 
Card and the two horses driven by 
him received the full effect of the ex- 
plosion. 
He was blown almost to 


atoms and only a few shreds of his 
body were found and pieces of horse- 
flesh were found miles away. 
It is 


supposed that 5ie had a companion but 
it is not positively known. 


The explosion made a hole seven 


feet deep in the solio. rock and trees in 
the vicinity were turn to splinters by 
the shock. People within miles of the 
place were knocked flat, pictures were 
torn from walls, dishes thrown out, of 
cupboards, windows shattered 
and 


houses moved from foundations. 
All 


of the windows in Gibsonburfr were 
broken. There were about 1,530 quarts 
of glycerin oa the wagon and in the 
magazine.
